TO ENCOURAGE SILK GROWING. 


Uncle Sam bae decided to adopt novel 
means lo encourage the silkworm in¬ 
dustry in the I'nilet! Stale*. It is pro¬ 
posed to distribute to the puulie silk¬ 
worm rggs. tog. tlier with full instruc¬ 
tions ns to how they may lie hatched, 
the worms fe.| ami tirvrlnpril aud nt 
last how (lie eiH-orilis may Is-gathered. 
After taking the beginners through all 
these lugt s. the government will buy 
the eocevnue. pi.yiug regular market 
prices for ihrtn. All this i» to is- done 
in order to stimulate interest in the 
business, in llo- hope of establishing it 
a* *n industry. Those who apply Its 
the department of agriculture for »ilk 
worm eggs will l>e furnished with 
it bout one-sixteenth of an ounce of 
'.hint, provided the officials here are 
t invinnti that a serious attempt ic 
batch the eggs is to Is- made, says a 
Washington special to the llrooklyu 
Cagle. 

The allotlut-u' of oue-sixtecnlli of an 
ounce may seem like a very small start¬ 
er. but when it i» known that it 
'akta about Itl.UUO eggs to weigh a 
• ingle ounce, it will It* seen that I’ncle 
Sam is generous enough in his distribu¬ 
tion. Already much interest lias lirrn 
created in I It is subject, and applica¬ 
tions for eggs are coming iu at the rate 
of four or five a day. Thr government 
recently Itoughl bit ounces of the fineat 
grade of silkworm eggs in France and 
Italy, and is prepared to buy more 
when it bernmrs npparrut that Ihr 
present supply will be exhausted. 
Negotiations are now under way for 
thr ini|>orting of two reelers. as per¬ 
sons are called who are versed in the 
art of removing thr silk from cocoons 
ami transferring it torerU. The neces¬ 
sary machinery has hern bought, and 
the manufacture of raw silk will twin 
full blast at the department in the fall, 
wbrn thr worms have spun thr -ilk. 1 1 
is proposed in sell the produel to ailk 
manufacturer*. 

I'rof. 1*0. Howard, the et tomtdogial 
of the department of agriculture, has 
charge of this work, and lie say* the 
climate and other conditions on Long 
Island were wrll^giapied to silkworm 
culture. I'he place rhnscti for rearing 
the worms should Ive relatively high, 
and not expoaed to malaria or hod 
odor*, aud mulberry trees shonldgrow 
around It. Any room that ran hr prop¬ 
erly heated and ventilated will answer 
the purpose. Sixty-five days usually 
complete the cycle of existence of the 
silkworm, covering thr hatrhingof the 
egg*, the growth of the worm, the spin¬ 
ning of it* covering, called the cocoon: 
the development of the ehrysali* into 
the moth, the laying of rggs by the 
mother moth and then its peaceful 
death. Prof. Howard describes the 
whole process in a little bulletin that 
be ha* issued, and it would appear from 
it that ailkworm culture can be carried 
an at home In any place where mul¬ 
berry leave* may be obtained. The de¬
